They were retarding 
I ^ h e flow* which resulted in a back- 
' ^ v a s h that was endangering the 
plant itself. The corps of employ­ 
ees removed a lot of obstructions, 
some of them artificial. An inspec­ 
tion trip a few days later revealed 
th at some person had rebuilt two 
^ o f the dams. The report of the en- 
^ g in e e r published herewith, tells the 
story.

S t a r t e d work on cleaning up the 
condition existing in Waller Creek 
from the end of the flume to Elm ­ 
hurst road. At the bridge on Lin­ 
coln street we found that someone 
is using the creek as a dumping 
ag ro u n d for broken concrete, bricks, 
bottles and junk in general. The 
same 
condition 
existed 
at 
the 
bridge on Elm hurst road. We also 
found a two foot dam between the 
Golf d u b property and Elmhurst 
road 
which 
consisted 
of 
l^irge 
ap ieces 
of 
broken 
concrete 
and 
stone. It was necessary to saw off 
some limbs th at were hanging in 
the water, and to remove a great 
m any weeds th at were causing 
dams. Between the Lincoln street 
ridge and the flume we found a 
A large watering trough that was 
causing a dam. To accomplish the 
work it required 120 hours of hard 
labor. 


“By removing the dams it has 
-►lowered the depth of the water 
^ u t the end of the flume from 4 feet 
to 23 inches, and at the spillway 
in the flume 12 inches. We do not 
have any back wash coming into 
the plant since this work has been 
completed. 
The plant is back to 
#*iormal operation again. While this 
work has greatly improved condi­ 
tions at the plant I believe that 
it will be necessary, at some fu­ 
ture time, to dredge the creek from 
the Des Plaines liver to the flume 
; as there are large silt deposits 
Vcaused by the dams. To remove 
these deposits other than by m a­ 
chinery is very near impossible. 
It m ight be well to start planning 
the work now as a post-war pro­ 
ject. 
r 
“On the 10th of November we 
inspected the creek to see if the 
recent rains had improved the flow. 
We found that someone has re­ 
placed two of the rock dams. 
I 
do not know what we can do about 
this other than to remove the 
C fam s and haul the broken concrete 
and 
rock away. 
I 
believe this 
should be done as soon as possible 
or conditions will be the same as 
they were before we started the 
w'oik. 
I also believe th at signs 
'should be placed at the bridges and 
S ilo n g the stream reading: ‘Anyone 
causing obstructions to be placed 
in this stream will be prosecuted 
to the full extent of the law,5 or 
words to that effect."’

The Cook county law departm ent 
is sending out notices to ail per­ 
sons who haven’t paid their per­ 
sonal property taxes, saying suit 
will be started if the bills are 
not paid in seven days. 
Whoever made out the lists that 
notices are being sent out on made 
hosts of errors as many persons 
who paid their taxes are getting 
notices. 
The mix up 
came where the 
name was taken off one line and 
the amount from an unpaid item 
on the next line. 
People who paid their bills are 
confused at seeing amounts on the 
notices different from their actual 
bill. 
All persons who get such notices 
and who have paid their taxes, are 
advised to take their notices to

Many local collectors are pretty 
“warm under the collar” at having 
their good taxpayers receive no­ 
tices that they are about to be 
sued for something they have paid 
and they are plenty ready to tell 
the law departm ent so when they 
disclose the errors th at have been 
made. 


New B and C 
coupons to rate 
5 gallons each 


The B and C mileage ration cou­ 
pons to be issued after December 
I will be good for 5 gallons each 
but this will not mean more gaso­ 
line; it simply means that the mo­ 
torists and gas station attendants 
will have fewer coupons to handle 
and there will be a great saving in 
time and expense as a result. Prac­ 
tically all of the current B and C 
coupons will be used up within 
thirty days, it is estimated. 
The new supplemental coupons 
will beal- the designation B-2 and 
C-2 replacing the B and C coupons 
which now provide two gallons of 
gasoline. 
Gasoline retailers who 
paste the coupons they collect on 
gummed sheets which are turned 
over to the suppliers will find their 
work reduced by one half and a t­ 
tendants will not have to make as 
m any trips to the pump for small 
purchases. 
One book will do the 
work of two and part of a third 
book so that fewer books will have 
to be issued.

Because the youth of today will 
be the workers of tomorrow, every 
boy and girl owes it to themselves 
to make sure th at they are free 
from tuberculosis. 
With this in 
mind, as its vital wartim e health 
program, th e Arlington Heights 
Health Center announced plans to­ 
day for a tuberculosis prevention 
program which will be conducted 
at the Arlington Heights Town­ 
ship high school on Monday, Nov. 
29. Tuberculin skin tests will be 
given on that date without charge 
to those requesting it. 
The tuberculin skin test is a 
simple 
method 
of 
discovering 
whether there are any tuberculosis 
germ s within the body. A “ posi­ 
tive” reaction does not mean that 
the person has tuberculosis, but it 
does mean that the person should 
have a chest X-ray to determine if 
the lungs have been affected. 
Students who were “ negative” 
reactors last year are urged to 
have the tests again this year to 
assure themselves that no tubercu­ 
losis germ s have entered their body 
during the year. 
Tuberculosis is still the leading 
cause of death between the ages of 
15 and 45. Tuberculosis is not in­ 
herited and it can attack anyone, 
especially if one is exposed con­ 
stantly to the disease. Discovered 
in its a d y stages tuberculosis can 
be cured and also prevented from 
spreading to others. We hope that 
IOO per cent of the high school 
students will participate in the tu ­ 
berculosis prevention program this 
year. 
Second dose of 
diphtheria toxoid 
next week 
Continuing with the immuniza­ 
tion program in the four element­ 
ary schools in Arlington Heights, 
the second dose of diphtheria tox­ 
oid will be given next week in 
Arlington schools. 
The schedule 
for the second dose of toxoid is as 
follows: 
Monday, Nov. 22—North school 
at 9 a. rn.; South school at I p. rn. 
Tuesday, Nov. 23 — St. Jam es 
school at 9 a. rn.; St. Peters school 
at 10:30 a. in. 
Parents of children enrolled in 
the p. rn. group at the north school 
kindergarten, who are becoming 
immunized in this school program 
are asked to bring those children 
to the north school at 9 a. rn. on 
N o/. 22, or if more convenient, to 
any of the other schools at the 
time scheduled for the immuniza­ 
tion.

Forty years ago tuberculosis was 
Public Enemy No. I on the list of 
diseases. Today, while it is num­ 
ber seven, the disease remains one 
of the most deadly of all human 
ailments and is a source of suffer­ 
ing and disability which could be 
reduced to the vanishing point if 
an informed public cooperated with 
medical authorities. 
It is one of the great discoveries 
of modern times that tuberculosis 
is curable in the great majority 
of cases, provided proper and early 
treatment is secured.

Later in life the men­ 
tal and physical strains to which 
a person is subjected, or perhaps 
some acute disease, may lower the j 
resistance of the body causing the 
tuberculosis infection to flare up. 
The opportunities for infection 
by the tuberculosis germ are many 
and can hardly be avoided entirely 
during a lifetime. Control of tu­ 
berculosis is largely a matter of 
preventing the tubercle bacilli lib­ 
erated from the infected individual 
through coughing, sneezing, etc., 
from getting to other people! Rules 
to be observed are:

Thus you subtract from 152 bil­ 
lions of income the 89 billion to be 
spent for creature comforts, the 21 
billion in taxes and the 17 billion 
in bond purchases and it leaves 25 
billion. This 25 billion is regarded 
as excess spendible income look­ 
ing for something to buy. 
Since 
the goods are not available on 
which to spend it, it is supposed 
to be a dangerous roving fund 
which might kick the lid off of 
price ceilings. 
C ongress gets ideas 
Congress has some ideas about 
this whole business. It doesn’t ex­ 
actly agree that all of this 25 bil­ 
lion is lying around loose in the 
form of time deposits or checking 
accounts because it does not take 
into account what people are pay­ 
ing on their debts or for insurance 
or other fixed purposes. Congress 
has also been advised that out of 
money which has been appropriat­ 
ed for w ar and non-war purposes 
in the last few years, there are ac­ 
cording to the Budget Bureau about 
03 billions which have not been 
spent or even obligated for expend­ 
itures and it would like to know 
why. Congress also believes that 
if all waste and extravagance is 
cut to the minimum, another 5 bil­ 
lion could easily be saved. There 
are many in Congress who take 
the position that taxes can be so 
burdensome as to impair public 
morale and the working efficiency 
of the people.

During this next month farm ers 
have the job of making out their 
income tax declaration. 
Hereto­ 
fore a return was filed for the past 
year, but on the pay-as-you-go 
plan it will be necessary for farm ­ 
ers, as well as others, to pay their 
income tax during 
the 
year in 
which the income was received. In 
order to handle th at on a farm 
basis the declaration date for farm ­ 
ers is December 15. A declaration 
is a statem ent 
of the 
nearest 
am ount of computed 
income a 
farm er will have oh a net basis 
after which 
allowances will 
be 
made for his exemptions, contribu­ 
tions, bad debts, etc. Thus a farm ­ 
er will estim ate his net income 
and income tax, file and pay his 
income for 1943. Any payments he 
has made thus far on 1942 will be 
subtracted. 


As this procedure is rather new

Bot flies are not active after the 
first killing frost, but the yellow 
nits on the hairs of the horse’s legs 
are eggs which they have laid and 
from which future bot flies will 
develop, lf warm w ater is applied 
to them, they are “fooled” into 
“thinking” they are in the animal’s 
mouth or digestive tract and hatch 
out into the cold world to die. The 
w ater should be about 105 degrees 
Fahrenheit. 


Tiny bots or larvae already pre­ 
sent in the mouth and tongue and 
which later find their way to the 
I stomach, must be handled in a dif- 
• ferent way, the department points 
out. Carbon disulfide, administer- 
I eel only by a trained, experienced 
veterinarian, is effective against 
bots found in the stomach. This 
treatm ent is usually given any 
time during the months of Decem­ 
ber, January and February. 


Horses that harbor bots in the 
stomach are more susceptible to 
colic and other digestive disturb­ 
ances than those free from the 
parasites. They also require more 
feed and have less staying power.

W riting from Yakima, W ashing­ 
ton, is Howard Folz of Palatine. 
Howard is one of three Folz broth­ 
ers in the service, all the sons of 
police chief Charles Folz. Other 
two boys are George in the navy 
and Charles in th*1 navy air corps. 
“Never realized just how much 
Palatine was doing in this war, but 
reading the recent results of bond 
drives, etc., has convinced that the 
old home town is right on top. 
“ Well we’ve just finished ma­ 
neuvers and its a joy to get back 
to civilization again. We were out 
on the desert in Oregon and things 
got pretty rough at times. 
Our 
company is now split up into two 
platoons. The first is still out in 
Oregon at Camp Abbott. We, the 
second platoon, is stationed here­ 
in Yakima for about two months. 
“We are six miles out of town 
and acting as a medical detach­ 
ment to a tank outfit. This is a 
artillery firing range and quite 
noisy at times. We live in tents 
with wood floors and walls which 
are heated by a small coal stove. 
Everyone likes it down here and 
I think none of us will feel happy 
when we leave. 
“ We’re' almost like a large fam ­ 
ily and have many privileges oth­ 
er outfits don't. 
We only have 
three*officers with us and they’re 
swell men. Every one cooperates 
and we get along fine. 
“Pm still cooking and get my 
T 5 rating in September. 
I still 
think the arm y is o.k. and I like 
my work.” 
His address is Cpl. H. R. Folz, 
636 Clearing Co, (Sep), 2nd Pit 
AFC, Yakima, W ashington. 


W riting from the naval air sta­ 
tion at Hutchinson, Kansas, is Bill 
Godkneeht of Palatine. 
“I’m here in Hutchinson, Kans., < 
at the N.A.S. which is the same ] 
as Glenview, the base is about 8 
miles from the town of Hutchinson 
itself. We are flying N2S 3’s and 
N2S 5’s, a really swell airplane. 
It has 220 horses and they kick up 
a nice fuss if you aren’t careful. 
I have got one wing already. Time 
out, the mail just came in—I sure 
do like to get mail. 
“I soloed yesterday and I sure 
was tired. 
The wind was about 
25 or 30 knots and I can see why 
we went to pre-flight to get us in 
condition. 
“This is a swell base—the officers 
and instructors are sure nice, 
“Tuesday. We have about IO out­ 
lying fields and two large m ats to 
land on here at the station. The 
weather has been swell so far but 
it was cold today; but when you 
get on all that flying gear that 
the people in Palatine are helping 
to buy us, why it isn’t so bad. This 
base "is IOO per cent behind the 
bond buying out here and I’m glad 
to know that the people at home 
are buying lots of bonds, too—we 
have to if we are to win this war. 
“I read in the paper about Silas 
Trepus and ‘Chuck’ Snyder going 
overseas — sometimes I wonder — 
I have been training now since last 
January and am still about six 
months away from my wings and 
I sure am anxious to get ‘over 
there.’ 
“ I get a big kick out of ‘Mac’s 
Column’ in the paper—every year 
he says ‘Palatine isn’t going to be 
much good this year' but he al­ 
ways pulls through—he sure is a 
swell coach and is doing a lot for 
P.T.H.S. 
‘ Raoul Peters from Arlignton 
Heights is here also and I see 
quite a bit of him. 
“We have liberty this afternoon, 
but I have a yard long navigation 
problem to Jo so I’ll stay in. We 
have had about six months of 
dead 
reckoning 
navigation 
and 
about three months of 
celestial 
and we are getting a refresher 
course in both here now. We take 
code at about 15 W. P. M. and 
blinker at IO. We have recogni­ 
tion and a few other courses—but 
they aren’t bad. 
“I hope to get home soon and 
see all my friends. 
If anyone 
would w rite I’ll answer all letters.” 
His address is A/C Bill God- 
knecht, Class 10-B-L-2, B arr 313, 
USNAS, Hutchinson, Kansas.
